The proposed drawings filed on January 25, 2006 has been acknowledged and approved. 
The drawing objections noted in the last Office action have been withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Regarding claim 1, the claim is allowable because the art of record, considered alone or 
in combination, neither anticipates nor renders obvious a platen member for a C-frame press 
comprising a web portion positioned around a column axial length of a platen column, the web 
portion is not rigidly connected with the platen column along the column axial length and the 
web portion is connected to the platen column only through a base portion of the platen body to 
thereby reduce a platen column stiffness, in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations. 

Regarding claim 10, the claim is allowable because the art of record, considered alone or 
in combination, neither anticipates nor renders obvious a platen assembly for a C-frame press 
comprising a plurality of platen webs positioned around a platen column, the webs do not 
connected directly with the platen column and the webs are connected to the platen column only 
through a base portion of the platen main body to thereby reduce a platen column stiffness, in 
combination with the rest of the claimed limitations. 

US 3,765,322 to Weyer discloses a press having platen columns (26) and a platen body 
having a base (20) and web portions (46). Weyer discloses the web portion is positioned above 
the platen column. Therefore, Weyer does not disclose the web portion positioned around the 
platen column or any teaching of the construction of the web portion in order to reduce a platen 
column stiffness. Accordingly, Weyer fails to anticipate or render obvious the invention as 
claimed in claims 1 and 10. 
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US 3,030,879 to Lasko discloses a press platen having platen columns (14) and platen 
bodies, each having a base (22 and 38) and web portions (24 and 40). Lasko disclose the web 
portions are connected to the column through the base portion as well as through other web 
portions (figs. 1 and 4). Therefore, Lasko does not disclose the web portion is connected to the 
platen column only through the base portion in order to reduce a platen column stiffness. 
Accordingly, Lasko fails to anticipate or render obvious the invention as claimed in claims 1 and 
10. 

Neither the prior art references nor any combination thereof discloses the claimed 
invention as set forth in claims 1 and 10.
